or warketing, travel in tho atrest or steam 
cars and see with hor own eyes all the 
wondara of a foreign country. <A wealthy 
man huys a small-foot wifo; she comes 
over the svas to California as a first.olasa 
osbin passenger ; when sho leaves the ves- 
asl sho is carricd in x -clusely-curtained 
carriage to hor new home, and frem tho 
day she enters it is practically entombed 
alivo. Being asmail-foot she is, of course, 
rot expected to do anything but look 
stunning in bor big hair done ‘a Ja two 
dragons playing with a pearl,’ or‘ a la two 
pheenixes threading the flowers.’ Shespends 
Touch of her time sitting tailor fashion, 
with both webieet tucked nnder, playing 
poker with her wee servant. Occasionally 
she toys with a bit of silk and tinsel, actually 
ju one whole year accomplishing the feat of 
embroidering: s pocket-book for her hus- 
hand. Once a week Ler wnase of hair—the 
crowning glory of » Chinese woman—is 
done afrosh by the woman hairdresser who 
has for her clientele the small fect wives of 
wealthy men, This important personage 
is o close obsorver of society events in 
aristocratic Chinatown and relates them to 
her patrons. 

The Jife of a wealthy Chineso womon, 
rather of a woman belonging to 0 wealthy 
man, is most miserable. You will open 
your eyea in surprise at the great pilo of 
factory overalls on which sbo is sawing but- 
tous 

"Why do you do this work when you are 
rich?’ I asked oue such woman. 

"Seen Sang,’ she said, ‘would have mo 
gocrazy. Oan 1 sit here all day and seo 
tho same things L have scon very day for 
seventeen years, aud think tho samo 
thoughts I have thought for twonty yeure} 
There is plenty of work for the poor peo- 
ple. Ido not take it from them, but if I 
did they are richor thon I, for they have 
big feet and can go everywhore, and every 
day havo something new to fill their minds; 
while, poor me! iv China I was shut up in 
the houso sivco [was 10 yoargotd, and 
only loft my fathers honse to ba shut up 
in my husband's bouso in this great coun- 
try, Forseventeen years I hava boon in 
this houso without leaving it save on two 
evenings.
